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Overtime Cuts Leave Road Patrols Shorthanded 


The Crawford Cound) Sheriff Bepertetcat did 
not dispatch a road patrol during its midnight 
shift twice last week as the department complied 
with ‘the county commissioner’ S no-overtime. 


ruling. 


On Thursday, December 14, and again on 
Friday, December 15, there was only one road 
officer available for' patrol and he refused to go 


out without having a second “back up officer”’ : 
_ also on patrol. The only police officer on patrol 


in Crawford County was one city patrolman. The 
sheriff's deputy remained at the office ready to 
answer complaints or not answer complaints 
depending on whether he felt a back-up was 
necessary to insure safety. 

No complaints were received on Thursday. 
Two complaints were received on Friday. The 


_ first complaint was brought to the office and 


handled by the officer at the office and the 
second involved a call from the state police 
requesting adsistance, which the officer respon- 
ded to. 


“We have been real fortunate that we did not © 
have to test whether or not to respond to a call,’’ 


said undersheriff Tom Coors. ‘‘No one has had to 
make that decision, yet.’ 

Coors said that if a complaint is received from 
an area close to town, the city patrolman could 
back-up the sheriff's deputy and the two officers 
would respond to the call. But if a complaint is 
received where a back-up is needed and the city 
patrolman.is busy with a. call of his own and can- 
not respond, the sheriff's deputy will have to call 
the state police for assistance. In the mean- 


. while, Coors said the deputy would probably go 


to the scene, listen and observe the situation until 
his back-up from. either the city or state police 


- arrived. 


“Tf we have to wait for the state police to come 
from who knows where,’’ said Coors, ‘‘it could be 
along wait.”’ Coors explained that each officer is 


given ‘the discretion to make independent’ 


decisions depending on the seriousness of the 
situation.

Crawford ‘County Board of ‘Commissioners 


presented its 1890 proposed budget to the public 


on Wednesday, December 18, and said it was a 
“flat” budget reflecting State Equalized Values 
(SEV) that will generate only about $28,000 more 
in tax revenues in 1990 on the county’ s 6.5 mills 
than in 1989. 

’ Ways and Means chairperson Jeannette Kit- 
chen went through a line by line explanation of 
budget changes and fielded questions, from her 
fellow commissioners as.well as from the eleven 
residents who attended the public hearing. 

The proposed budget shows an anticipated 
beginning balance of $63, 238, revenues of 


$2,708,214, total expenditures of $2,725,714 with a 


fund balance at the end of 1990 of $40,733. (Full 
budget onpage5) 
AIRPORT CUT QUESTION ED 
Transportation Authority. Director Dave 


Frederick questioned the $5,000 cut in funding for 
the Grayling Army Afr Field. 

“Grayling Army Air Field is 
producing for the total economy and not a 
revenue user,’’ he stated. ‘If the airport 
program had not been in place in the mid 1970's 
three county assets, Weyerhaeuser, Clio 
Systems and Georgia Pacific, which have annual 
payrolls of more than $8,000,000, probably would 
not have located in our community.”’. Frederick 
said that transportation facilities along with the 
area’s raw materials and labor resources all 
worked together to bring these companies to 
Crawford County. 

“I don’t think the airport program will work at 
this level of appropriation,’’ he said, ‘‘and if we 


' cannot contiriue to operate the airport in the 


future we do not know when we are going to be 
turning companies away.”’ 

Frederick said he would like to return to the 
1985 appropriation levels ($30,000). 

“he airport has spent its montes wisely to 
conserve its assets, putting money away so that 
we could become a self-supporting total enter- 
prise in the future,"’ Frederick stated. ‘If you 
cut that program off, I think you are sending 
exactly the wrong message to every department 
head around and that is ‘Use it or lose it’.’’ 

FINANCIAL ORUNOH 

Bill Borchers, County Equalization Director, 
said that he felt anything outside a mandated of- 
fice operated by the county Is fine as. long as fun:

“The county is in a financial crunch,”’ he seid, 
“and I think due consideration should be given to

‘commissioners -have given Sheriff Hatfield 


discretionary ability to respond to emergency 
situations and to pay overtime if it becomes 
necessary on weekends and especially during the 
Christmas holidays.”’ 

Commisstoner Coy said that, in his opinion, the 
Sheriff and undersheriff could possibly fill the 
void when road patrols are necessary and over- 
time is not an option. 

‘People calling in when only one officer is on 
duty will have to call the state police in Gaylord 
or Houghton Lake,'’ he said. ‘The no-overtime 
ruling which took effect on October 10th was 
adopted because of the county's severe 
budgetary problems, not to deprive county 
residents of police protection."'

Local Emergency Planning Group 
Completes Georgia Pacific Plan 


An Emergency Management plan has been 


‘completed for Georgia Pacific, the first of four 


sites in Crawford County where potentially 
dangerous chemicals in quantity are located. 

The: plan contains exacting instructions for 
protecting the public in case of an accident. 
Federal authorities establish the minimum 
quantity of each chemical in a single location. 
‘Amounts in excess of those minimums are con- 
sidered hazardous. The plan contains infor- 
‘mation such as each chemical’s vulnerability 
‘zone, consequences if people are exposed and 
‘consequences to the environment. 


 §$pecifics also contained in the document in- 


clude prevailing wind direction, evacuation 
routes, locations of road blockades, fire depar- 


tment and law enforcement responsibilities. and 


public warning procedures. 

Covered as. well are emergency shelter 
public ‘information releases, 
emergency transportation and health protection. 


‘Ways and Means Committee can see any

N otes from the Woods 


These are cold, cold nights that 
we have been having lately. 
Unusual cold for this month of the 
year, say the weathermen, 
although perhaps not record- 
‘breaking cold. 

It’s. down to the cracking cold 
level, So cold that when I go out to 


the garage/kennel to bed the dogs — 


down for the night or to wake them 
up in the morning, I hear branches 
of the oak trees crack. This is too 
cold for me. I hurry back into the 
house after my errand. 

This cold weather puts me tn the 
mind of when Dave brought Mur- 
phy home to live with us.

the animal shelter or drop him off 
somewhere away from here,’’ they 
answered. 

It is one thing to take a former 
pet to the animal shelter, where 
good people will try to find him a 
home or euthanize him peacefully. 
It is another thing to drop him off in 
the winter woods, where he would 
be forced to depend on survival 
skills lost long ago in the process of 
domestication. 

We could not make peace with 
either solution. For two cold days 
and nights we talked and thought 
k Each morning I 
looked at the thermometer to see if 
the temperature was rising. But 
each morning, it dipped farther 
and the branches of the trees 


- cracked harder and louder. 


The decision-making process we 
went through is hazy to me now. I 
don't recall who said, ‘‘We must go 
back and get the dog.’’ Iremember 
only having an image of him spen- 
ding the cracking cold nights under 
the deserted house trailer. 


“IT will go back there,”’ Dave told 


me on Thursday morning. On 
*Thursday evening when I arrived 
home a third dog greeted me in our 
entry room. He was small -- maybe 
thirty pounds -- with short black 
hair. If you think of him as a 
miniature Lab, you will have 
nearly the exact image. 


He made friends immediately 
with Jody and Missy, I suppose 
because a dog that has been left to 
his own devices in weather 20 
degrees below zero makes few 
demands, either physical or 
emotional. 

It was obvious, though, that 
wounds which had been inflicted 
were not yet scarred cver and 
healed. For example, he .nitlally 
refused to cross the threshold of 
our door and we had to carry him 
inside the house the first few times 
he entered. He lay down and 
became catatonic each time he 
rode in the car. He flinched, with- 
drew and growled when I swept the 
porch with a broom. 

But he was resilient. Now he 
jumps against the door in an effort 
to throw himself into the house he 
once refused to enter. He sits 


straight up in the car and looks out 
the window when he rides with us. 
When I sweep the porch, he calmly 
moves away from me. 

And he is never cold. When he 
comes in the house, he curls up into

a ball to sleep alone on the old 
couch, or shares it with Dave, 
snuggling up against him as he 
reads or listens to music. In his 
kennel, which is insulated and in- 
side the garage, he shares two 
bales of dry straw, my childhood 
quilt, and two heating pads with the 
girls. Last winter we bought them 
a heated water bucket, so their 
water,never freezes. 

But on cracking cold nights he 
does. not want to leave the house. 
He makes himself heavy and 
wiggles his small body down into 
the cushions of the couch and 
ignores my calls. When I go pick 
him up, he makes sad moaning 
sounds of protest. 


I sometimes wonder if dogs have 
minds to contemplate _ their 


existence or if they just accept all | 


that life delivers. Does he ever 
wonder why he had people to care 
for him one day and then the next 
day was abandoned to his own pup- 
py devices? 

Surely I am pleased for Murphy, 
that he lives in a home where he is 
fed and watered and kept warm 
and loved. But to me he will always 
represent the who-knows-how- 
many animals -- are there scores, 
hundreds, thousands, millions of 
them? -- who are deemed dispen- 
sible by their human owners. 

Animals that live outside in 
shelters which do not keep them 
from freezing in the cracking cold 


’ nights or sweitering in the blaze of 


intensely hot August days. 
Animals ignored, kept on short 
chains, never loved, never petted, 
never exercised. Animals fed and 
watered only if the owner oac- 
casionally remembers to do so. 


I want to bring them all home, 
but I can’t or at least I don't. For 
the present, anyway, it is just Mur- 
phy and his buddies Jody .and 
Missy. And I try to take some com- 
fort that even now as I sit writing 
about them they are curled up 
together in the kennel, dry and safe 
and fed and watered and out of the 
cracking cold. 

I look at the thermometer. It 
registeres 15 degrees. It's war- 
ming up. The dogs will be pleased.

we have put monies into the budget hoping to find 
the means to pay for them and then later having 
to make cuts,’’ Wakeloy stated. ‘Budgeting for 
less initially and then increasing these amounts 
if funding {s available is a better approach. 

“We worked with each department head, 
made cuts in non-mandated areas and took a 
hard look at our priorities,'’ he explained. '‘Tax 
money is to support basic county services such 
as law enforcement, the clerk's office and the 
courts, Once these areas are supported to the 
best of our ability then we will support other 
areas important to the county, but only with the 
money we have left." 

Wakeley said the one bright light in the coun- 
ty's financial future is that the Weyerhaeuser 
Company's tax abatement status will be ending 
in 1991 or 02 which will mean about $80,000 in ad- 
ditional tax revenues.

‘We are abiding by the old contract which has 
the two man staffing clause except for December 
January, February and March until the new con- 
tract is ratified,’’ satd Commissioner Bob 
McLachlan. ‘The monetary portion of that con- 
tract has been agreed upon by both parties, and 
we are just going over the wording of the con- 
tract.’’ Commissioner McLachlan said he an- 
ticipates that the new contract will be signed at 
the next board meeting on December 28. 

‘At that time the new contract, which has a 12- 
month, two man road patrol clause, will take 
precedence over the old contract,'’ he said. ‘‘In 
Hght of the terms of the new contract and our 
desire to live within its boundary and avoid 
future grievances, I'm sure we will also be re- 
considering the no-overtime ruling at that time.” 

The department's old employee union contract 
contains a minimum staffing clause that 
stipulates that no less that two officers (one toa 
vehicle) will patrol after the hours of darkness 
from May 1 to December t. 

The Crawford County Sheriff Department 
operates with only enough employees to fill its 
three shifts. If an officer calls in sick or takes a 
vacation day or personal leave day off, it creates 
a staff shortage and forces an overtime situation 
to fillthe vacancy. 

- The shortage of a road officer can also occur 
when a dispatcher or correction officer reports 


‘that he will not be in. The sheriff department 
, operates the county’s central dispatch for all 


emergency agencies (fire, police, ambulance) 


‘and must be manned 24-hours a day. The State of 


Michigan mandates that there will be a correc- 
tions officer on duty 24-hours a day. When a 
vacancy occurs in either of these positions and 
overtime is not an option, the department has no 
choice but to call in a road officer to fill the 
vacancy, leaving only one officer to handle com- 
plaints from residents.

know’ reporting on hazardous and toxic 
chemicals. This legislation builds upon EPA's 
Chemical Emergency Preparedness Program 
and numerous State and local programs aimed 
at helping communities to better meet their 
responsibilities in regard to potential chemical 
emergencies, 

The law contains provision for continuously 
updating the plan whenever conditions warrant 
and when further chemical quantities meet the 
federal level requirements. 

The document is restricted in use by the law; 
however copy for examination is available at the 
Crawford County Public Library. 

The three other sites or aspects of coverage 
under separate plans are Weyerhaeuser, Dow 
Chemical (Beaver Creek Compressor Station) 
and Tranaportation - road and rail. 

While road transportation is an area where 
quantities of potentially toxic chemicals cannot 
be controlied at the local level, a pian must be 
developed depending heavily on rapid emergen- 
cy response. in the case of rail transportation, 
advance warnings of potentially dangerous 
materials in route through the county can be ob- 
tained and the procedure will be covered in 
future plans. 

As each plan is completed, appropriate press 
releases will be made to alert the public about 
the protection plan.
